Homecoming  Plans  Underway; 
Annual  Event  Set  For  Nov.  4 


Plans  for  the  annual  Home- 
coming are  taking  shape  which 
promise  to  make  this  year's  ac- 
tivities on  November  4  the  most 
outstanding  in  Northwestern's  his- 
tory, according  to  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation Secretary  Joe  W.  Webb. 

Webb  stated  that  meeting  of  the 
general  committee  and  sub-com- 
mittees will  be  held  throughout 
September  and  October  to  make 
the  annual  Homecoming  a  suc- 
cessful event. 

As  in  1960,  NSC  students  will 
be  taking  a  more  active  part  in 
the  planning  and  direction  of  the 
full-day's  program  for  graduates 
and  former  students.  According  to 
Webb  the  tentative  program  in- 
cludes: coffee  and  registration. 
Varnado  Hall,  9  to  10:30  a.  m.; 
Homecoming     Parade,     10:30, 


downtown:  Homecoming  Lunch- 
eon. St.  Denis  Hall.  11:45  to  1:15: 
Homecoming  football  game.  De- 
mon Stadium.  2  p.  m.:  following 
the  football  game,  fraternities,  so- 
rorities and  other  campus  groups 
will  hold  meetings:  Homecoming 
Dance,  Student  Center,  8  p.  m. 

The  Homecoming  football  game 
will  pit  the  NSC  Demons  against 
the  McNeese  State  Cowboys  from 
Lake  Charles.  The  pre-game  and 
half-time  activities  will  feature  the 
presentation  of  the  winning  pa- 
rade floats,  announcement  of 
dormitory  decoration  winners, 
and  the  introduction  of  the 
Homecoming  Queen  and  her 
court. 

Homecoming  program  will  be 
printed  in  the  October  issue  of  the 
Columns. 


A  1961  squad  with  more  ex- 
perience and  depth  provides  pros- 
pects for  a  brighter  football  sea- 
son at  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege. The  Demons  posted  a  3-6 
record  in  1960  and  were  winless 
in  the  Gulf  States  Conference,  fin- 
ishing in  last  place. 

Athletic  Director-Head  Coach 
Jack  Clayton  provides  this  early- 
season  summary:  "we  have  a 
young,  eager  squad  this  fall  with 
more  depth  in  the  backfield.  Sev- 
eral backs  who  were  injured  last 
year  will  be  back.  The  guard  po- 
sition presents  the  greatest  prob- 
lem as  four  top  guards  graduated. 
Overall,  the  team  should  be  im- 
proved over  last  year  but  still  a 
year  away  from  its  best  potential. 

"The  Demon  line  should  be  ade- 
•  I  quate  but  with  possible  weakness 
at  guard.  Tackle  should  be  our 
strongest  position  although  Jerry 
Fowler,  a  regular  at  this  position 
last  year,  has  been  moved  to 
guard.  The  end  and  center  posi- 
tions are  well  manned  through 
two  units  but  depth  must  be  de- 
veloped. 

"Great  improvement  in  the  De- 
mon backfield  should  be  evident. 
Though  there  is  no  great  size,  ex- 
perience and  depth  is  plentiful. 
With  five  halfbacks  lost  last  year 
due  to  injuries,  it  was  difficult  to 
generate  a  sustained  offense.  We 
expect  an  improved  attack  this 
fall.  Our  quarterbacks  will  have 
more  maturity  and  the  top  three 
are  good  passers. 

Twenty-six  lettermen  return.  9 
were  lost.  Lost  were  2  ends.  1 
guards,  1  fullback,  and  2  half- 
backs. Returning  lettermen  in- 
clude I  ends,  3  guards.  4  tackles. 
2  centers.  2  fullbacks,  7  halfba<  :ks, 
and  4  quarterbacks.  The  1961 
squad  roster  will  list  15  halfback 
candidates. 

Highpoint  of  the  10-game  sche- 
dule, of  course,  is  the  Oct.  28  date 
at  War  Memorial  Stadium  in  Lit- 
tle Rock  with  the  Arkansas  Razor- 
backs,  reported  to  be  a  41,000 
seat  sellout.  The  Demons  meet 
five  GSC  foes,  two  at  home:  rival 
Louisiana  College;  and  new- 
comers, Mexico  Politecnico  and 
the  University  of  Corpus  Christi, 
in  addition  to  Stephen  F.  Austin, 
which   the    Demons     defeated     in 


State  Fail  stadium  b)  a  score  <>l 
15-19  on  September  16. 

Clayton  begin-  hi-  liftli  season 
as  head  mentor  of  the  Demons.  He 
has  a  record  oi  -_  wins,  L5  losses, 
and  I  tie.  Hi-  1957  eleven  shared 
a  three-way  tie  for  GSC  ti  tit- 
honors.  In  1958  the  Demons  were 
co-champions.  They  dropped  to  a 
tie  for  third  place  in  L959  and. 
finally,  in   L960  hit  in.  base- 

ment. 

The  road  back  up  will  he  diffi- 
cult. GSC  coaches,  in  pre-season 
balloting,  relegated  the  Demons 
and  the  Lniversity  of  Southwest- 
ern Louisiana  to  last  place.  Co- 
champions  Southeastern  and  Lou- 
isiana Tech  were  rated  along  with 
McNeese  State  as  1961  title  con- 
tenders. 

NSC  coaches  don't  agree  with 
their  colleagues.  Although  not 
rash  enough  to  predict  that  the 
Demons  will  topple  the  kingpins, 
coaches  look  for  improved  plaj 
with  more  games  in  the  important 
victory  column.

Inclosed  is  a  little 
story  which  I  feel  is  worth  re- 
lating.

"I  shall  have  time  or  space 
to  recount  but  one  or  two  out- 
standing events  of  that  day,  but  I 
believe  the  visit  of  our  Governor 
is  worth  relating. 

"Francis  T.  Nicholls  was  Gov- 
ernor of  Louisiana  at  that  time 
and  Col.  Thomas  D.  Boyd  was 
President  of  the  State  Normal  or 
"Teacher  Training  School."  It 
was  upon  the  invitation  of  Col. 
Boyd  that  the  Governor  came  to 
visit  us  and  to  "Review"  our  stu- 
dent body.  There  was  no  boys' 
dormitory,  but  local  boys  and 
boarding  students  were  there. 

"We  had  been  alerted  by  our 
Matron,  Mrs.  Donaho,  and  told  to 
be  ready  to  come  down  at  the 
sound  of  the  gong. 

"The  Governor,  with  Col.  Boyd, 
waited  at  the  foot  of  the  stairway; 
and  as  we  passed  in  single  file, 
each  was  called  by  name  and  each 
received  a  warm  and  hearty  hand- 
clasp. We  were  so  happy  and 
proud  of  our  Governor."
